world income during that year. 

A copy of the prescribed form will be sup- 
plied free of charge to any person who for 
the purpose of complying with this notice, 
applies at the office of the Incometax Officer 
concerned. 

Penalty . — Any person who fails without 
reasonable cause to furnish the return requir- 
ed by this notice or fails without reasonable 
cause to furnish it within the time allowed or 
in the manner required, is liable under section 
28 of the said act to a penalty not exceeding 
one and a half times any tax payable by him. 

Place of assessment . — Under the provisions of 
section 64 of the said Act, where an assessee 
carries on a business, profession or vocation 
at any place, he shall be assessed by the 
Incometax Officer of the area in which that 
place is situate, ot where the business profes- 
sion or vocation is carried on in more places 
than one, by the Incometax Officer of the area 
in which the principal place of his business, 
profession or vocation, is situate ; and in all 
other cases an assessee shall be assessed by the 
Incometax Officer of the area in which he 
resides. 

PROVIDED that where an Incometax 
Officer has been specially empowered to assess 
certain incomes or classes of incomes and cer- 
tain persons or classes of persons the assess- 
ment of such person* and such incomes will 
be made by the Incometax Officer to em-

— Any person who fails without 
reasonable cause to furnish the return re- 
quired by this notice, or fails without reason- 
able cause to furnish it within the time allow- 
ed or in the manner required, .is liable under 
section 28 of the said Act to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding 1-1 12 times any tax payable by him.
